1. SHORT TITLE 

These Rules and Regulations may be called “Rules" 
and Regulations of the Nav Nalanda Mahavihara Nalanda,

(iv) the “Board of Management” means the body, which 
is constituted as such, under Rule 3, as the “Board 
of Management”; 

(v) the “Director" means the Director of the Nava 
Nalanda Mahavihara. Nalanda, Society; 

(vi) The “Secretary" means the Director of the Nava 
Nalanda Mahavihara, Nalanda, Society, who will 
function as Secretary to the “Board of Manage 
ment"; 

(vii) the “Officers -and staff” of the Society mean every 
officer mentioned in Rule 5 and every officer and 
member of staff appointed by the Board of manage¬ 
ment for the Society; 

(viii) Words importing the singular number also include 
the plural number and vice-versa words importing 
ihe masculine gender also include the femlne gender 
and vice-versa.

4. DURATION OF MEMBERSHIP : 

The Non-official members of the Society nominated under 
item 4 to 6 of Rule 3 shall bold office for a period of three 
years provided that a member on the expiry of his/her term 
of office, shall 'be eligible for re-nomination; 

Members of the Society, other than ex-offico member shall- 
cease to be such members if, 

(a) they die, resign, become of unsound mind, become 
insolvent or be convicted of a criminal offence invo¬ 
lving moral turpitude; 

Ob) they do not attend three consecutive meeting of the 
Society without proper leave of the Chairman; 

(c) resignation from membership of the Society shall be 
tendered to the Secretary, and shall not take effect 
untill it has been accepted on behalf of the Society 
by the Chairman. 

(d) Any vacancy in the membership of the Society 
caused by any of the reasons mentioned above, 
shall be filled up by nonmination by the authorities 
entitled to mate such nominations and the persons 
appointed in the vacancy shall hold office only for 
the unexpired period of the term of the member¬ 
ship.

(c) In any emergency, which in the opinion of the 
Chairman (when the Board of Management is not 
in session) requires that immediate action should 
he taken, the Chairman shall take such action as 
he deems necessary. He shall report his action to 
the Board of Management at its next meeting. 

(d) The Chairman will be entitled to take any action 
whatsoever in the interest of the Society in anticipa¬ 
tion of the approval of the Board in due course. 

(e) In the event of the post of the Director remaining 
vacant or/and in the long absence of the Director 
from the headquaters, for any reason, it shall be 
open to the Chairman to authorise any officer or 
officers in the service of the Society to exercise 
such powers, functions and duties of the Director 
as he may deem fit, subject to the report of the 
action taken, in -the next meeting of the Board of 
Management. 

7. POWERS AND FUNCTIONS OF THE DIRECTOR ; 

The Director shall be the principal academic and execu¬ 
tive officer of the Society and shall be responsible for the 
proper administration of the Society and for the imparting 
of instructions and maintenance of the discipline therin. 
All other staff of the society shall be subordinate to him. It 
shall bIbo be the duty of the Director— 

(a) Subject to the Powers of the Board of Management, 
to be responsible for seeing that all moneys are 
spent on the purposes for which they are granted 
or alloted: 

(b) to sign all contracts and assurances of property 
made on behalf of the society after the same have 
been approved by the Board of Management; 

(c) to exercise such o'her powers as may be assigned 
to him by the Board of Management or its Chair¬ 
man; 
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(d) The Director shall have the power to re-delegate 
some of his powers to any of his subordinates in 
anticipation of or with the approval of the Board 
of Management or the Chairman, as the case may 
be; 

(e) the Director shall prescribe the duties of all officers 
and staff of the Society and shall exercise such 
supervision and disciplinary control as may be 
necessary, 

(f) to prepare in such form and at such time every 
year as may be prescribed by rules, a Budget in 
repect of the financial year next ensuing showing 
the estimated receipts and expenditure of the So¬ 
ciety and shall forward to the Govt, of India such 
number of the copies thereof as may bo prescribed 
by rules; 

(g) to incur all expenditure subject to the provisions 
of the approved budget and the rules prescribed 
from time to time; 

(h) to maintain proper accounts and other relevant re¬ 
cords and prepare an annual statement of Accounts 
and progress report in such forms as may be pres¬ 
cribed in the rules; 

(i) to forward annually to the central Government the 
accounts of the Society as certified by a Chartered 
accounts or any person appointed by the Board of 
Management of the Society. 

8. POWERS AND FUNCTIONS OF THE REGISTER : 

The Registrar shall be appointed by the Board of Manage¬ 
ment; the registrar shall be the ex-fflcio Secretary of 
Finance committee or any other Sub-committee, which 
may be set up by the Chairman or the Board of Manage¬ 
ment but he shall not be deemed to be a Member of any 
of these authorities. It shall also be the duty of the 
Registrar : 

(a) to be custodian of records, the fuuds of the society 
and such property of the society as the Board of 
Management may commit to his charge; 

(b) to conduct the official correspondence on behalf of 
the authorities of the society; 

(c) to keep the minutes of all meetings of the authori¬ 
ties of the Society and of all committees appointed 
by the Chairman or the Board of Management; 

(d) to maintain accounts of the Society; 

(e) subject to the control of the Board of Management, 
to manage the property and investments of the 
Society, and bo responsible for the preparation of 
the annual estimates and statement of accounts and 
for their presentation to the Board of Management; 

(f) the receipt of the Registrar or the person duly 
authorised in this behalf by the Board of Manage¬ 
ment, for any money Paid into the Society shall be 
sufficie discharge for the same; 

(g) the Registrar shall be directly responsible to the 
Director of the Society for the proper discharge of 
his duties and functions and 


(h) the Registrar shall perform such other duties and 
exercise such other powers as may be assigned to 
him by the Board of Management or/and Chair¬ 
man/Director. 

9. BOARD OF MANAGEMENT ; 

The Board of Management of the Society for the purpose 
of the Societies Registration Act (XXI of 1860) shall on the 
date of registration of the Society, consist of the members, 
whose names are set out in Clause 14 of the Memorandum 
of Association and thereafter, as soon as the necessary ap¬ 
pointments and nominations have taken place, shall consist 
of the following, namely :— 

Chairman 

(i) Governor of Bihar 

Members 

(ii) Secretary, Culture, 

Govt, of India, 

(iii) Director, Higher Education, 

Govt, of Bihar. 

(iv) Vice-Chancellor, 

Magadh University, 

(v) F.A. Deptt. of Culture 
or bis nominee 
Government of India 

(vi) A Reporesentative of the 
Deptt. of Culture 
Government of India 

(vii) A representative of the 
Ministry of External Affairs, 

Government of India 

(viii) Two eminent scholars nominated 
by the Govt, of India 

(ix) To be indicated 

(x) Director of the Mahavihara 

Ex-officio Secretary 

10. POWERS AND FUNCTIONS OF THE BOARD OF 

MANAGEMENT : 

The Board of Management shall have the following 
powers and functions, namely :— 

(a) the general superintendence, direction and control 
of the affairs of the society shall be vested In the 
Board of Management of the Society, which shall 
be the Governing Body of the Society; 

(b) to nominate member (s) of any committee consti¬ 
tuted by the Board; 

(c) to approve the annual budget of the Society drawn 
up by the Director, subject to the financial limits, 
if there be any; 
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(d) to consider and approve programmes and specific 
] i rejects proposed by the Director; 

(e) to frame its regulations, bye-laws and rules of pro¬ 
cedure; 

If) to approve annual report and accounts of the So¬ 
ciety prepared by the Director; 

(g) to authorise the Director to incur all expenditure 
subject to the provisions of the approved budget, 
the rules prescribed from time to time and policy 
directives of the Board of Management and/or 
Central Government, 

(h) to nominate a person or persons to represent the 
Society in national and international conferences 
and organisations; 

(i) To create teaching posts in the pay scale adopted 
by the U.G.C. and to make appointments thereto 
in accordance with the rules which may be pres¬ 
cribed from time to time, provided that posts 
carrying emoluments in excess of the pay scale of 
teachers, as determined by the U.G.C., shall be 
created and filled with the prior approval of the 
Central Government. 

(j) to create administrative, Special, ministerial, techni¬ 
cal and other posts and to make appointments 
thereto in accordance with the rules, provided that 
posts carring monthly emoluments in excess of Rs. 
1,200/- shall be created and filled with the prior 
approval of the Central Government. 

(k) to appoint teaching and other staff in vacancies in 
the existing posts subject to the provision contained 
in sub-clauses (i) ami (j) above : to grant exten¬ 
sion of services and promotion to the staff and to 
impose penalties on defaulting staff; 

(l) to regulate the discipline of the members of staff 
and to supervise and control their residence and to 
make arrangements for promoting their health, gene¬ 
ral welfare cultural and corporate life; 

(m) to exercise full administrative and disciplinary con¬ 
trol over the staff, provided that for taking discipli¬ 
nary action against servants of the Central 
Government whose services are at the d'spoeal of 
the Society, prior approval of that Government of 
India shall be necessary; 

(n) to appoint the Director of the Society in compilation 
with the Government of India, provided that the 
first director shall bt appointed by the Central 
Government. 

(o) the Board shall frame, in consultation with the Cen¬ 
tral Government, bye-laws, which may provide inter- 
alia for .all or .any of the following matters, viz ■ 

(i) the formation of departments of teaching; 

(ii) the institution of fellowships, scholarships, exhi¬ 
bitions, prizes and medals; 


(iii) to institute for the benefit of its officers, tea¬ 
chers, and other employees of the society, in 
such manner and subject to such conditions as 
may be prescribed by the rules, facilities such 
as pension and/or provident fund Insurance 
etc. as title Society may deem fit. 

(iv) the establishment and maintenance of halls and 
hostels and conditions of residence of students 
of the Society; 

(р) subject to the provisions of these rules and regula¬ 
tion to do any and such other acts as may in its 
opinion be necessary for the proper management 
and maintenance of the organisation and perfor¬ 
mance of the functions of the Society. 

11. PROCEEDINGS OF THE SOCIETY: 

Meetings (a) The Chairman shall have the powers to con¬ 
vene meeting of the Board of Management at any time when 
he considers necessary in addition to statutory quarterly 
meetings : 

(b) all meetings of the Board of Management shall be 
called by notice under the signature of the Secretary; 

(с) all disputed questions at the meetings of the Board 
of Management will be as far as possible, deter- 
mined by general conaensues; 

(d) in case of quality of votes, the Chairman shall have 
a casting vote; 

(e) the Secretary shall keep records of the proceedings 
of the meetings; 

(f) 4 members of the Board shall constitute a quorum 
a* its any meeting, provided that if a meet'rig is 
adjourned for want of quorum, it shall be held on 
such other date, place and time as the Chairman ^ 
may determine, and if at such a meetings a quorum 

is not present, within faalf-an-hour from the time 
appointed for holding a meeting, the members pre¬ 
sent shall be a quorum; 

(g) every meeting of the Board of Management shall be 
presided over by the Chairman and in its absence, 
by a member chosen by the members present on the 
occasion; 

(h) the Board of Management shall meet on a date, 
place and time fixed by the Chairman, 

12. FUNDS OF THE SOCIETY : 

There shall be established a fund to be called “The Naiva 
Nalanda Mahavihara Fund", which shall be vested «n the 
Society, to which shall be credited the balance, if any. Be¬ 
sides this, the funds of the Society will consist of the fol¬ 
lowings :— 
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(a) grants made by the Central Government for the fur¬ 
therance of the objects of the Society. The Central 
Government shall contribute annually to the Society, 
towards expenses an annually to the Society, towards 
expenses an appropriated sum representing the average 
expenditure incurred during the last three consecu¬ 
tive years on the maintenance of the Society. 
The other recurring and non-recurring cost on the 
maintenance and development of the Society shall 
also be borne by the Central Government. 

(b) contribution from other sources; 

(c) income from the assets of the Society; 

(d) receipts of the Society from other sources; and 

(e) the Banlcer of the Society shall be the S.B.I., and 
any other Central Commercial Banks, Nalanda. All 
funds shall be paid Into the Society’s account with 
the S.B.I. Nalanda and shall not be withdrawn ex¬ 
cept through a cheque signed by the Director-Sec¬ 
retary or such other officer (s) as may he duly 
empowered in this behalf by the Chairman. 

13. ACCOUNTS AND AUDIT : 

(a) The Society shall prepare and maintain accounts and 
other relevant records and shall prepare annual 
statement of accounts including the balance sheet; 
Income and Expenditure Account in such form and 
manner as may be determined by the Board of 
Management; 

(b) the accounts of the Society including balance sheet 
and Income and Expenditure Accounts shall be 
audited annually—such person or persona as may 
be received by the Board of Management and all 
cost and expenses Incurred in connection shall be 
payable by the Society; 

(c) the auditors shall have the right to demand the pro- 
duct’on of books, accounts vouchers and other con¬ 
nected papers; 

(d) the result of the audit shall be communicated by 
the aud'tor to the Society, who shall forward a true 
copy of the audit report along with the certified 
accounts and observations, duly approved by the 
Board of Management to the Central Government. 

(e) The C. & A.G. shall have the same rights, privileges 
accounts of the Society as the C & A.G. has in 
connection with the audit of Government accounts, 
and in particular, shall have the right to demand to 
production of books, accounts, connecting vouchers 
and other documents and papers and. to inspect the 
office of the Society; 

(f) The Society shall forward to the State Govemmbnt 
the budget estimates duly approved by the Board of 
Management for eveiy financial year by such date 
as may be fixed by the Central Government. 

14. ANNUAL REPORT : 

An Annual Report of the proceedings of the Society and 
of work undertaken during the year shall be prepared by the 
Director/Secretary for the information of the Central Govt, 
and all the members of the Board of Management. A draft 
of the Annual Report and yearly accounts of the Society 
shall be placed before the Board of Management in one of 
its meetings for its consideration and approval. 


15. Amendment of Rules : 

(a) Subject to the provisions of the Societies Registra¬ 
tion Act (Act XXI of 1860), and in consultation 
with the Central Govt, the Society may alter, extend 
or abridge any purpose or purposes for which the 
Society is established. 

(b) Subject to the provisions of the Societies Registra¬ 
tion Act (Act XXI of 1860), and in consultation 
with the Central Govt, the Board of Management 
may alter the Rules and Regulations of the Society 
at any time by a resolution passed by a majority 
of three-fourth of members present and voting at 
any meeting of the Board of Management, which 
shall have been convened for the purpose after 
giving due notice of such resolution to the member* 
of the Board of Management. 

16, Miscellaneous : 

(a) Any business which may be necessary for the 

Board of Management to perform when the Board 
is not in Session, be carried out by circulation 
among all its members, and any resolution so 

circulated and approved by a majority of the 
members in circulation, shall be effectual and 

binding as if such a resolution had been passed by 
a meeting of the Board of Management. 

(b) The Board of Management shall have the power 
to make bye-laws for the regulations of the proce¬ 
dure of the meetings of the Board and of the 
several committees appointed in accordance with 
the rules above mentioned. 

(c) The Board shall provide a seal, also provide it* 

safe custody and the seal shall never be used 
except by the authority of the Board prev'ously 
given and one member of the Board shall sign 

every instrument to which the seal is affixed and 
every such instrument shall be countersigned by 
the Director and/or by some other person appointed 
by the Board. 

(d) No benefaction shall be accepted by the society, 
which in opinion, involves condition or obligation 
opposed to the spirit, objects and alms of the 
society; 

(e) For the purpose of Section 6 of the Societies 
Registration Act, the person in whose name the 
Society may sue or be sued, shall be the Director 
of the Society; 

(f) The members of the Board of Management and of 
any committee, appointed by the Board of Manage¬ 
ment, shall not be entitled to any remuneration 
from the Society, but non-official member of the 
Board of Management or of any committee appoint¬ 
ed by the Board of Management will be re-imbursed 
by the Society, their travelling allowance and daily 
allowance in respect of the journeys undertaken to 
attend the meetings of the Board of Management 
or the committce(s) or in connection with the 
bush news of the Society as provided in the bye¬ 
laws or to be made in this behalf by the Board 
of Management, as the case may be. 
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(g) the leave, pensionary and other terms and condi¬ 
tions of the Central Government Employees who 
have been deputed to the Society, on exercising 
the option to remain in Government of India 
service, shall be financially settled with the State 
Government, in the manner agreeable to all con¬ 
cerned. 

(h) If in winding up or dissolution of the Society, 
there shall remain after the liquidation of all to 


debts and liabilities, any property whatsoever, the 
same shall not be distributed among the members 
of the Society or any of them but shall be dealt 
with the manner provided by Sections 13 and 14 
of Act XXI of 1860.
